DRAWBACKS. 


Goods, wares and merchandise upon which any duty under this Law, or any previous Law of this 
Island shall have been paid, if duly exported within two years of their first importation, shall receive a 
‘drawback equal to the duty paid on first importation; subject to rules to be made by the Governor in 
Privy Council for the regulation of such drawbacks. 

The duty paid on provisions and stores supplied by local merchants or contractors to His Majesty’s 
Navy or Military Authorities in this Island, for the use of His Majesty’s Navy, or Army, or t Naval 
Officers, or Naval Messes or to other branches of the Public Service and to Public Institutions, shall be ree 
funded under such conditions and regulations as may be prescribed by the Governor in Privy Council. 

Provided that such drawback, or refund shall be limited to such articles as wouid have been entitled 
to be admitted free of duty, had they been in the first instance consigned to the purchaser. 

There shall be paid a drawback equal to the duty paid on their nnportation on shipbuilding materials, 
or accessories Of any kind for shipbuilding which shall have been imported into this Island and used 
in the construction or repairs of forcign going vessels of any kind, on presentation to the Chief Officer of 
Customs at the port of importation of a certificate to the effect that such materials and accessories have 
been used as aforesaid, under the hand of the builder or repairer of such vessel or boat, who used the 
same together with a declaration from such builder or repairer that he believes such ship-building 
materials and accessorics to have been imported into the Island. 

Paints and oils used in painting any foreign-going ship while temporarily in port shall be included 
in the term accessory. 

Drawback of dutics shall not be payable on goods which have become unmerchantable, subsequent 
to importation or which have been in actual and bona fide use. 

Where imported materials on which duty has been paid are used in the manufacture of articles 
manufactured or produced in this Island, there shall be allowed on the exportation of such articles a 
drawback equal in amount to the duty paid on such materials so used: Provided, that when the articles 
exported are made in part from domestic materials the imported materials or the parts of the articles 
made from such materials shall so appear in the completed articles, that the quantity or measure thereof 
may be ascertained. 

Provided also that where the actual quantity or measure cannot be ascertained by ordinary methods 
it shall be lawful for the Governor in Privy Council by regulation made under section 12 of this Law to 
approve an approximate scale of drawback. 

On the exportation of bread or biscuit manufactured in this Island of imported flour, there shall be 
paid a drawback equal to the duty paid on the flour used in making the same, but not to exceed the duty 
payable on a like quantity of bread or biscuit. imported. 

No debenture for any drawback allowed upon the exportation of any goods shall be paid after the 
expiration of two years from the date of shipment of such goods. 

The several drawbacks under this Law shall be subject to the regulations and provisions of the 
several Acts or Laws for the time being in force with reference to such drawbacks. 


ADVALOREM Dutry— Law 2 oF 1922. 


On all goods not enumerated in the First Schedule to this Law as subject to any other rates of duty, 
not declared free of duty by this act, and not being goods the importation of which is by any act pro- 
hibited shall be subject to a duty of 15° preferential and 20% General Rate. 

This Law gives a preferential duty of 10°% on cotton piece-goods to the following parts of the British 
Empire :-— Empire of India, Dominion of Canada, Newfoundland, Dominion of New Zealand, Common- 
wealth of Australia, Union of South Africa, British Possessions and Protectorates in Africa, Fiji, Malta, 
Gibraltar, Cyprus, Hong Kong, Ceylon, Straits Settlements, Mauritius, Falkland Islands, Seychelles, 
St. Helena, British Honduras, Bermuda, Bahamas, British Guiana, British West Indies. 

The articles enumcrated in the Fourth Schedule shall pay duty at the rate of 59% advalorem: Pro. 
vided that if they are the growth, produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom or of the Dominon of 
Canada or any other part of the British Empire to which any preferential tariff in force in the Colony 
for the time being, such articles shall be admitted into the Island free of duty.

5. The importati.n of dogs is prohibited from all countries execpt the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

6. No swine imported from the United States of North Airorica or from any part of the Domini a 
of Canada which are unaccompanied by a clean Bill of Health shall be admitted into this island and 
swine which are accompanied by a clean Bill of Health shall be subject to the conditions laid down 
by the Cattle Quarantine Law, 1890 and of any Laws amending the same and regulations framed 
thereunder. 

7. Bees—No person shallimport into this Island any Qucen Bees without making application in writing 
to the Director of Agriculture for permission so to do and observing the terms and conditions by 
the Regulations imposed.

8. Bees, Honey or Bee-keener’s Stock, prohibited to be brought within the limits of this Island by Seec-

9. Boots used on Banana Plantations—(Gazctte Notice No. 328 dated 8th May, 1915, page 421.) 

Boots which belong to and have been used by labourers who have worked on banana farms in 
Dutch Guiana, Columbia, Panama, the Canal Zone Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Guatemala, and Hon- 
duras are allowed to be imported only on condition that such boots prior to admission to the Island 
shall be soaked in a solution composed of either :—

directly or indirectly from any countries of Central or South America or the Island of Trinidad 
(Vide Proclamation published in Gazctte, 5th April, 1917, page 257.) 

13. The importation of foreign rum and coffee is prohibited under 17 Victoria C, 29. 

14. The Importation is prohibited of Shaving brushes manufactured in or exported from Eastern or 

South Eastern Asia, India, Ceylon, Japan, the East Indian Islands or the Phillippine Islands.

DRAWBACKS, 


16, Goods, wares and merchandise upon which any duty under this Law, or any previous Law of 
this Island shall have been paid, if duly exported within two years of thei first importation, shall 
receive a drawback equal to one-half of the duty mentioned in the column headed ‘Preferential 
Tariff’? of the first schedule; provided that in the case of goods exported to the Turks and Caicos 
Islands and the Cayman Islands and in the case of Ships’ Stores the drawback shall be equal to the 
duty mentioned in the column headed ‘Preferential Tariff’ of the first schedule, subject to Rules to 
be from time to time made by the Governor in Privy Council for the regulation of such druwbacks. 
Provided that no drawback shall be paid in respect of textile mnufactures. 

17. The duty paid on provisions and stores supplied by local merchants or contractors to His Majesty’s 
Navy or Military Authorities in this Island for the use of His Majesty’s Navy or Army, or to Naval 
Officers, or Naval Messes or to other branches of the Public Service and to Public Institutions, shall 
be refunded under such conditions and regulations as may from tume to time be prescribed by the 
Governor in Privy Council.

18. There shall be paid a drawback equal to one-half of the duty paid on their importation on shipbuilding 
materials, or accessories Of any kind for shipbuilding which shall have been imported into this Is- 
land and used in the construction or repairs of foreign-going vessels of any kind, on presentation to 
the Chicf Officer of Customs at the port of importation of a certificate to the effect that such mate- 
rials and accessories have been used as aforesaid under the hand of the builder or repairer of such 
vessel or boat, who used the same together with a declaration from such builder or repairer that he 
believes such ship-building materials and acccssorics to have been imported into the Island. 

Paints and oils used in painting any foreign-going ship while temporarily in port shall be included 
in the term accessory. 

19. Drawback of duties shall not be payable on goods which have become unmerchantable subsequent 
to importation or which have been in actual and bona fide use. 

20. Where imported materials on which duty has been paid are used in the manufacture or putting up 
of articles manufactured or produced in this Island there shall be allowed on the exportation of such 
articles a drawback equal in amount to the duty paid on such materials so used: Provided, that when 
the articles exported are made in part from domestic materials, the imported materials or the parts 
of the articles made from such materials shall so appear in the completed articles, that the quantity 
or measure thereof may be ascertained. 
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Provided also that where the actual quantity or measure cannot be ascertained by ordinary 
method it shall be lawful for the Governor in Privy Council by regulation made under section 16 
of this Law to approve an approximate scale of drawback 


21 On the exportation of bread or biscuit manufactured in this Island of imported flour, there shall be 


paid a drawback equal to one-half of the duty mentioned in the column headed ‘‘ Preferential Tariff” 
of the First Schedule, on the flour used in making the same, but not to exceed one-half of the duty 
payable on a like quantity of bread or biscuit imported. 


22. The several drawbacks under this Law shall be subject to the regulations and provisions of the 


several Acts or Laws for the time being in force with reference to such drawbacks. 


23. In construing the language employed in Schedule 2 of this Law to describe articles intended to be free 


of duty the articles named as free must be considered in their primary character in relation to the 
use under which exemption is given. When the character of such articles has been added to, 
modified or changed by embellishment or combination with some other article whose primary char. 
acter 1s other than that described against the article on the free list the consideration as to whether 
the composite article is liable to duty shall he the relative value of the component parts considered 
under the two schedules of the tariff, viz:—the schedule imposing duty and the schedule granting 
exemption. If the value of the dutiable portion exceeds the value of the portion coming under 
@ description on the free list then duty shall be charged on the composite article; but if the value 
of the portion formed by any items appearing on the free list exceeds the value of the portion not; 
exempted then the article considered in its complete character shall be exempt from duty.

1 Good as a rule, but subject to occasional 


contamination, chiefly during the rainy sea- 
sons. In some cases, as at Buff Bay, Mon- 
tego Bay, and Port Antonio, it is boiled 
before being drunk, in other cases it is fillered 
as required through Pasteur-Chamberland 
or Berkefeld Filters. 


1 Kingston Public Hospital. There are five 


enamelled iron baths on the male side and 
five on the female side, also one to the chi- 
dren’s ward, all supplicd with water by pipe. 
The baths discharge into a main drain through 
trapped pipes connected with each bath. 
The two Rictti wards cach have three fixed 
fire clay lavatory basins supplied with water 
by means of pipes and taps.

METEOROLOGICAL REPORT. 
| KINGSTON. 


The rainfall for the year was only about three-quarters of ‘he average. The May, September, and 
October seasons more heavier than in 1920. 

Northers were experienced in January and February. 

Distant lightning and thunderstorms were noted during each month. 

There was a Solar Halo on the 14th May, the 30th June and the 17th July. 

The maximum daily range of temperature was 23.2 degs. on 29th March and the minimum 5.0 degs. 
on 30th May. 

On the 7th September an extreme Max. of 92.8 degs. was recorded and the extreme Min. 65.5 
degs. occurred on 17th March. 

A weather disturbance was apparently West of Jamaica on 3lst May, moving towards the Is- 
land of Cuba. 

On the 8th September a Tropical disturbance developed to the East of Trinidad and moved on a 
W.N. W. track in the Caribbean, until it curved noith over Haiti on the 11th, causing some damage 
to the other Islands.

PostaL REVENUE. 

Ictters, Newspapers, Prices Current and Book-packets which are unpaid will be liable to a sur- 
charge equal to double the prepaid rate; and if they be insufficiently prepxid, to a surcharge equal to 
double the deficiency. 

Priv:te Post-cards prepaid by means of one penny postage stamps may be sent by the Inland Post 
on the following conditions :— 

They must be of orsimary card-board not thicker than the material used for the Official Inland 
Post card. The maximum size must correspond as nearly as possible with the size of the Inlan 1 Offi 
cial Card, and the minimum size must not be less than 33 by 2+ inches. -- 

‘Lhe rules and regulations relating to the Official Inland Post Card, and to the Official Foreign and 
Private Po-t Cards, apply equally to Inland Private Post Cards. , 

A Priv:ite Post Card which does not conform tothe above conditions will be treated as a letter 
and charged xccordingly. 

The Postage on a :arcel must be fully prepaid or it cannot be forwarded. 

A Book Packet may not exceed 3 pounds in weight ;nor 2 feet in length or 1 foot in width or depth 
except it be intended for transmission by Inland Parcels Post. 

A Parcel may not exceed 16 ounces in weight, 2 fect in length nor 1 foot in width or depth, except 
it be intended for transmission by Inland Parecls Post. 

Newspapers, Prices Current, Book-packeis and Parcels must be posted without a cover or in a 
cover open at the ens or sides so as tu admit of the contents being eastly withdrawn for examination; the 
mere clipping of the corners or of the sides of an envelope or other cover is insufficient. They must 
not contain any lettr or communication of the nature of a |:tter, nor anything that may injure the 
Officers of the Post Office or the contents of the Mail Bags. 

If any letter orcommunication of thenature of a letter to be foundin a Newspaper, Prices Current,. 
Book-packet or Parecl it willb: withdrawn and surchurged at the Wholly Unpaid Letter-rate of Postage. 
If inseparable the whole Packet will le liable to the Letter-rate of Posiage. 

The following may, however, be transmitted by Book-post:— 

Old Letters, which have apparently passed through the Post befcre and have served their original 

urpose. 
: Copies of Letters which do not beara present date and which it is manifest are not serving the- 
purpose of original letters. 

Letters which are intended for publication in a Newspaper or otherwise. 

Circulars, 2.e., which, according to int:-rnal eviden:e, are b-ing sent in identical terms to several 
persons and the whole or greater part of which 1s printed engraved or lithovraphed. 

Such letters and Circulars must not, how:ver, be closed in any manncr and must be so put up as 
to admit of easy examination of their contents. | 

Any letter or cther Mail Matter may be registered on pre-payment of the Registration Fee and’ 
Postage. . ous a8 ) 

Packet containing Money, Jewellery or other Value, must be registered and must be prepaid at 
the Leiter-rate of Postage. -. | 

Any Packet found to contain Value, but not registered will be lableto a surchargeequal to double 
the Registration Fee, viz., fourpence. 

N.B.—By Law the Post Office is not Hable for the loss of any registered Letter or of its contents s. 
but in order to meet the requirements of the Postal Union Treaty, the Postmasterfor Jamaica will be- 
prepared to make good the contents of a REGISTERED LETTER lost while passing through the Post 
to the extent of two pounds, in certain cases. 

ProvipEp—1. That the sender duly observed all the conditions of registration required. 

2. That the Ietter was securely enclosed in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That application was made to the Postmaster for Jamaica immediately the loss. 
was discovered. (When the complaint is that the contents of a letter have 
been abstracted the envelope must accompany the application, otherwise the 
question cannot be entertained.) 

4. That the Postmaster for Jamaica (whose decision shall be final) is satisfied that 
the loss occurred while the letler was in the custody of the Jamaica Post Office 
and was not caused by any fault on the part of the sender.
